In the instant case, inventions II and III have separate utility such as adding 
two numbers and adding four numbers respectively. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Inventions I and to each invention II and III are related as combination and 
subcombination. Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the 
combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for 
patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations 
(MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination (Group I) does not require the 
particular adders of the subcombinations (II and III) as claimed for patentability because claims 
to all the combination and subcombinations are presented and assumed to be patentable. The 
omission of specific structures of the subcombinations in the combination is an evidence that 
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the combination of Group I does not rely on the details of the specific subcombination of 
Group II, for patentability. In addition, the subcombinations II and III have separate utility 
such as adding two number and adding four numbers, respectively.
